Henderson,  ((.R.E.,  the  present  Com¬ 
mercial  Secietary  (drade  II.)  at  Rome;  and  the 
junior  post  by  the  transfer  ot  Mr.  II.  C.  A. 
(’arpenter.  Commercial  Secretary  (drade  III.  )  at 
Washington. 

Mr.  Henderson  acted  as  Assistant  to  the  Coninier- 
cial  Counsellor  at  Rome  from  1917  to  1919. 

Piarly  in  1919  he  was  ai)pointed  to  a  post  in  the 
Department  of  Overseas  'I'rade,  and  placed  in  charge 
of  the  Italian  Sub-Section  of  that  Department.

The  Increase  in  I.mports  oe  Raw  M.vierials. 


In  conipuring  tlie  trade  of  ^ilareh  with  that  of 
Tebruary  some  allowance  must  be  made  for  the 
■  latter  being  a  shorter  month,  and  in  comparisons 
I  with  March,  1921,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
I  Easter  fell  in  that  month,  though  so  late  that  its 
effects  were  jirobably  shown  mainly  in  the  records 
of  April  trade. 

Taking  imports  as  a  whole  their  value  Avas 
ffi’eater  than  in  eithei-  .laiiuary  or  February,  and 
was  within  G‘3  per  cent,  of  their  value  in  March, 
1921,  despite  the  considerable  fall  in  the  average 
level  of  prices  which  has  taken  place  in  the  twelve 
nionths.  The  increase,  compared  Avith  February, 
of  £‘13, 000, 000  in  the  imports  of  “  Food,  Drink, 
ami  Tobacco  ”  is  mainly  due  to  the  importation  of 
11,982,100  cAvt.  of  Avheat,  valued  at  £7,033,713, 

,  and  1,320,200  cwt.  of  flour,  valued  at  £1,085,271, 
I  A'hereas  the  imports  of  wheat  in  Februarv  Avere 
I  .-deO.rAOO  cwt.,  A-alued  at  £2,601,951,  aiid  the 
imports  of  flour  Avere  712,340  CAvt.,  Aalued  at 
i->H,085. 

1  ^  he  A’ery  noticeable  increase  in  the  value  of  raAv 

materials  imported — A’ery  nearly  25  per  cent, 
a  Jove  their  value  in  March,  1921 — Avill  be  remarked, 
as  well  as  the  striking  fall — about  20  per  cent. — in 
le  value  of  imported  manufactured  goods.  Taking 
*•  0  account  the  fall  in  prices,  the  increase  in  the 
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quantity  of  imported  raAV  materials  becomes  even 
more  encouraging  and  offsets  any  effect  Avhich  loAver 
prices  might  have  in  maintaining  the  A'olume  of 
imported  manufactured  goods.  It  may  be  recalled 
that  crude  metals  and  undressed  leather  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  latter  class.  j 

Recovery  of  the  Coal  Export  Trade. 

Exports  of  British  produce  and  manufactures 
Avere  higher  in  A^alue  in  March  than  in  either 
January  or  February,  and  Avere  only  3  3  per  cent, 
less  than  in  March,  1921.  The  figures  of  iuav 
materials  exported  indicate  the  recovery  of  our  coal 
export  trade,  and  the  decline  of  91  per  cent,  in  the 
A'alue  of  our  exports  of  manufactured  goods  can  be 
entirely  accounted  for  by  prices.  Exports  of 
foreign  and  colonial  produce  were  practically  iden¬ 
tical  in  value  Avith  those  of  February  and  substan¬ 
tially  higher  than  in  January,  1922,  or  March,  1921. 

First  Quarter  of  1922:  Coaiparison  avith  1921. 

Taking  the  first  three  months  of  1922  together 
imports  of  merchandise  AA^ere  in  excess  of  exports 
by  £18,800,000,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  exports  of 
coin  and  bullion  were  in  excess  of  imports  by  nearly 
£2,447,000,  making  the  net  excess  of  imports 
£10,413,000.  The  corresponding  excess  of  imports 
in  the  first  three  months  of  1921  Avas  £52,797,000 
and  in  the  first  three  months  of  1920  £49,589,000. 


WHOLESALE  PRICES  IN  MARCH. 


BOARD  OF  TRADE  INDEX  NUMBER. 

The  movement  of  Avholesale  prices  in  March  shows 
a  reduction  of  1’2  per  cent,  in  the  general  level 
compared  Avith  the  level  in  February.  The  reduc¬ 
tion  amounted  to  1'3  per  cent,  from  January 

to  February,  to  23  jier  cent,  from  Decem¬ 

ber  to  January,  and  to  28  per  cent,  from 
November  to  December.  The  rate  of  fall  from 
month  to  month  thus  shoAvs  a  continued  decline. 
The  March  level  for  food  Avas  1'5  per  cent, 

less  than  that  for  February,  an  increase  of  2’()  per 
cent,  in  cereals  being  offset  by  a  decrease  of  0'7  per 
cent,  in  meat  and  fish.  In  industrial  materials 
there  Avas  a  fall  of  TO  per  cent,  compared  Avith  the 
level  for  February,  four  of  the  groups  shoAving 
decreases,  and  that  relating  to  raAv  cotton  and  cotton 
goods  shoAving  an  increase  of  2'3  per  cent.  The 
aA^erages  for  the  Aarious  groujis  and  the  geneial 
leA'el  in  March  are  compared  below  Avith  corre¬ 
sponding  particulars  for  February  and  for  a  year 
earlier :  —

In  the  cereals  group  increased  prices  are  recorded 
ill  respect  of  12  items,  and  decreases  in  three,  Avith 
no  change  in  the  other  tAA’o.  In  five  cases  the  in¬ 
crease  exceeded  5  per  cent.,  including  English  Avhoat 
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with  a  “  Gazette  ”  average  showing  a  rise  of  over 
10  per  cent,  in  March,  in  the  group  relating  to 
meat,  poultry,  and  fish,  seven  increases  and  10 
decreases  in  average  price  are  recorded.  The  most 
important  increases  are  in  English  and  Scotch 
mutton,  which  advanced  by  14  per  cent,  and  12  per 
cent.  respe(‘tively.  There  were  seasonal  reductions 
Jii  the  price  of  eggs,  the  average  for  Irish  receding 
by  40  per  cent,  and  for  Danish  by  41  per  cent.  The 
average  for  hsli  was  lower  by  about  24  per  cent. 
The  19  items  included  in  “  other  foods  ”  show  little 
(•liaiige  except  in  Irish  creamery  butter,  which  was 
dearer  by  about  10  i)er  cent.,  and  in  oranges,  which 
averaged  about  23  per  cent,  cheaper  than  in 
I’ebruary.  Three  items  in  the  iron  and  steel  group 
show  slight  increases,  while  prices  were  lower  in 
14  cases,  the  principal  reduction  being  one  of  about 
13  per  cent,  in  iron  hoops.  The  averages  for  the  ten 
descriptions  of  coal  include  four  price  increases  and 
five  decreases,  the  princij)al  movements  being  in 
South  Wales  large  steam  coal  and  in  smokeless 
seconds,  each  showing  rises  of  over  8  per  cent.,  and 
m  Yorkshire  hards  with  a  reduction  of  15  per  cent. 
In  the  cotton  group  there  were  15  increases,  the  only 
leduction  being  one  of  less  than  3  per  cent,  in 
Egyptian  yarn,  lOO’s  weft.  American  raw  cotton 
rose  by  about  7  per  cent,  and  Egyptian  raw  cotton 
by  about  5  per  cent.  The  group  of  textile  materials 
other  than  cotton  contains  Ihiee  iten)s  in  which  the 
March  ])rice  varied  from  the  l’’ebruary  price  by  5 
j)er  cent.,  such  vaiiafions  arising  from  leductions 
in  raw  silk  and  linen  yarns.  The  chief  movement 
in  the  miscellaneous  group  of  articles  was  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  10  per  cent,  in  the  average  for  bricks.  There 
were  reductions  of  between  5  per  cent,  and  10  per 
cent,  in  aniline  oil,  (juinine  sulphate,  wood  pulp, 
and  calf  skins,  and  rises  of  between  7  per  cent, 
and  10  per  cent,  in  ammonium  sulphate  and  raw 
linseed  oil. 

The  March  prices  are  compared  below  with  those 
for  earlier  months,  all  prices  being  expressed  as 
percentages  of  the  averag-es  for  the  year  1913.  In 
a  few  cases,  owing  to  the  usual  sources  of  informa¬ 
tion  failing  to  provide  unifoi'm  particulars, 
quotations  from  ofhei’  sources  have  been  substituted 
and  the  figures  have,  in  some  cases,  undergone 
slight  revision  in  consequence:  —

CERTIFICATES  OF  ORIGIN  FOR  GOODS 
SHIPPED  TO  BELGIUM. 

Many  classes  of  goods  exported  from  this  country 
to  Belgium  now  require  to  be  accompanied  by  cer¬ 
tificates  of  origin  (written,  printed,  or  stamped  on 
the  invoice  relating  to  the  goods),  and  hitherto  it 
has  been  necessary  for  such  certificates  of  origin  to 
bear  the  visa  of  a  Belgian  Consular  officer.  The 
Board  of  Trade  are  now  informed  by  the  Foreign 
Office  that  the  Belgian  Oovernment  have  agreed,  as 
from  14th  April,  to  accept  as  valid  the  attestation 
of  Chambers  of  Comnierce'in  this  country  of  the 
exporter’s  declarations  of  origin  for  goods.  Cham¬ 
bers  of  Commerce  in  this  country  may  now  issue 
and  attest  certificates  of  origin  (which  are  valid  for 
a  maximum  period  of  two  months)  under  the  fol¬ 
lowing  conditions:  — 

(1)  The  certificate  and  visa  must  be  in  French 
and  in  accordance  with  the  model  rejuoduced  below; 

(2)  The  seal  of  the  Chamber  of  (hunmerce  must 
be  affixed  to  the  visa  form  and  underneath  the  seal 
the  words  “  Affiliee  a  1’ Association  des  Chanihres 
de  Commerce  ”  must  be  jirinted  by  means  of  a 
rubber  stamp; 

(3)  Certificates  of  origin  must  be  made  out  in 
duplicate,  one  cojiy  to  be  filed  by  the  Chamber  of 
(’ommerce,  the  other  to  be  produced  with  the  visa 
to  the  Belgian  Customs  authorities. 

A  fee  of  not  more  than  1  franc  (gold  value)  may 
be  charged  by  Chambers  of  Commerce.

As  an 
indication  of  the  interest  taken  in  the  exhibition  it 
iiiay  be  stated  that  at  the  request  of  manufacturers 
over  150  samples  were  lent  for  examination  at 
their  own  works. 

The  samples  of  hard  haberdashery  of  Geiman, 
Japanese,  Spanish,  American,  Fremdi,  and  Nor¬ 
wegian  manufacture  were  carefully  examined,  and 
j  an  excellent  range  of  umbiella  fittings  and  frames 
!  from  the  factories  of  Holland,  Germany,  China. 

'  France,  Switzerland,  Japan,  and  South  America 
was  of  exceptional  interest. 

The  whole  of  these  umbrella  comjionents  were  bor¬ 
rowed  by  a  Birmingham  firm  at  the  close  of  the  ex¬ 
hibition,  as  was  a  range  of  veterinary  surgical  in¬ 
struments  of  United  States  manufacture. 

The  prices  for  United  States  goods  appeared  to 
present  no  difficulties  for  effective  competition  by 
home  manufacturers;  but  goods  of  Continental 
origin,  where  depreciated  currencies  are  operative, 
were  in  an  entirely  different  category. 

Over  40  specific  emiuiries  were  handed  in  for 
names  of  buyers  abroad,  and  other  forms  of  assist¬ 
ance,  and  are  being  dealt  with  by  the  Department 
of  Overseas  Trade.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  in  comparison  with 
the  previous  quarter,  the  projiortional  increase  iii  trade 
has  been  most  marked  in  the  case  of  Japan,  whose  increase 
of  over  £390,000  represents  a  gain  of  more  than  62  per 
cent.

AGRTCULTUKAL  RESOTJRrES. 

Thp  areas  sown  with  potatoes,  hemp,  and  fiax  were  greater 
in  19^1  tlian  in  1920  and  lOKl,  whilst  tlie  area  sown  with 
wheat  was  greater  in  1921  than  in  1920,  and  only  slightly 
less  than  in  1913,  states  the  Commercial  Secretary  to  H.M. 
Embassy  at  Rome  in  his  recent  Report  on  the  Commercial, 
Industrial,  and  Economic  Situation  of  Italy  ^H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  Is.  9d.  net).  The  areas  under 
wheat  in  the  principal  producing  districts  and  their

Tlie  other  crops,  such  as  rye,  barley,  oats,  rice,  maize, 
beans,  sugar  beet,  and  vines,  while  cultivated  to  the  samo 
or  to  a  greater  extent  in  1921  as  compared  with  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  show  a  decrease  in  comparison  with  the  year 
prior  to  the  war.  All  the  crops,  with  the  exception  of  wine 
and  mulberry  leaves,  show  an  increase  in  1921  over  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  As  compared  with  pre-war  production,  the 
only  crops  which  show  an  increase  are  barley,  oats,  hemp, 
and  mulberry  leaves.  The  others,  namely,  wheat,  rye,  rice, 
maize,  beans,  potatoes,  sugar  beet,  flax,  and  cocoons,  are 
less.  The  vintage,  on  account  of  the  long  continued 
drought,  shows  a  considerable  decline  both  in  the  pre-war 
average  and  on  the  output  for  1920.  The  prospects  of  the 
olive  harvest  are  poor. 

Prospects  of  tiif.  Dairying  IxDrsTRY. 

The  amount  of  livestock,  at  least  as  regards  animals  for 
labour  and  for  food,  has  nearly  been  restored  to  what  it  was 
before  the  war.  There  is  still  a  shortage  of  milch  cows, 
which  it  has  not  been  possible  to  remedy  by  importation  on 
account  of  epizootic  disease,  and  this  has  affected  tlie  output 
of  cheese.  It  is  expected,  however,  that  in  a  year  or  two 
Italy  will  be  in  a  position  to  export  dairy  products  to  a  large 
amount.

mquiries  made  regarding  the  volume  of  traffic  between 
rmany  and  Sweden  appears  to  show  that  the  volume  is 
®  present  greater  than  for  a  long  time  past.  The  ferries 
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between  Sassnitz  and  Trellsborg  are  making  nine  trips  per 
day  against  a  normal  number  of  four  to  .six,  and  it  is 
I'xpected  that  this  will  be  increased  to  eleven  trips  per  day, 
as  the  traffic  is  continually  growing.  F.ven  the  passenger 
trains  are  having  to  carry  goods  wagons  in  ordei-  to  |)revent 
congestion  at  Sassnitz. 

The  traffic  referred  to  consists  almost  entirely  of  imports 
into  Sweden,  exports  being  at  present  very  small.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  products  imjiorted  are  potassium  salts,  machinery,  and 
j)iece-goods,  tranicars,  glass,  jiaper,  chocolate,  etc.  The 
goods  traffic  on  the  Swedish  railways  has  also  recently  con¬ 
siderably  increased,  which  to  some  extent  may  be  ascribed 
to  the  large  imports  taking  place. 

The  trade  between  Lubeck  and  Malmo  has  also  increased 
during  the  last  six  months  and  is  now  greater  in  volume 
than  before  the  war.  Ships  are  making  three  or  four 
journeys  weekly,  and  are  fully'  loaded.  A  considerable  por¬ 
tion  of  the  goods  are  for  transit  to  Denmark,  the  rest 
remaining  in  South  Sweden.  It  is  intended  to  inaugurate 
a  jiassenger  service  on  this  route  in  the  summer. 


SWITZERLAND. 


THE  WATCH  IXDIJSTRY  IX  1921. 

The  watch  industry  has  jierhaps  suffered  the  most  severely 
of  the  Swiss  export  industries,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
under  review  some  70  per  cent,  of  the  workmen  usually 
employed  are  without  occupation,  states  the  Commercial 
Secretary  to  H.M.  Legation  at  Berne  in  his  recent  Report 
on  the  Finance,  Industry,  and  Commerce  of  Switzerland 
(II. AI.  Stationery  Office,  price  Is.  9d.  net).  As  a  further 
step  towards  the  resuscitation  of  trade,  in  addition  to  the 
grant-in-aid  scheme,  negotiations  have  been  proceeding 
with  the  workmen  regarding  reduction  of  wages,  and  it  is 
probable  that  seme  arrangement  will  be  reached.  One  of 
the  difficulties  with  which  the  industry  has  had  to  contend 
was  the  liquidation  of  large  stocks  manufactured  when 
costs  were  high.  The  grant-in-aid  scheme  is  not  applicable 
to  sales  abroad  from  stock,  unless  replaced  by  a  similar 
quantity  of  new  production.  During  the  nine  months  ended 
30th  September,  1921,  statistics  show  that  in  all  the  prin¬ 
cipal  markets  the  demand  fell  about  50  per  cent,  as  com- 
])ared  with  1920.  The  following  table  sets  out  the  exports 
for  the  period  of  nine  months  ending  30th  September,  1921,

Export  Trade. 


The  only'  countries  to  which  there  was  an  increase  of 
exports  were:  Germany, 'Baltic  States,  Czecho-Slovakia, 
and  the  Dutch  East  Indies  for  nickel  pocket  watches;  Ger¬ 
many,  Belgium,  Baltic  States,  and  Czecho-Slovakia  for 
silver  pocket  watches ;  and  Italy  and  Czecho-Slovakia  for 
gold  watches.  Finished  movements  went  in  an  increased 
quantity  to  Germany,  Belgium,  and  Poland. 

A  slight  increase  can  be  noted  in  the  exports  of  nickel 
wrist  watches  to  Germany,  Austria,  Belgium,  Holland, 
Czecho-Slovakia,  Roumania,  China,  and  Mexico.  In  the 
case  of  silver  wrist  watches  the  exports  hav'e  very  slightly 
increased  to  Germany,  Austria,  Italy,  Czecho-Slovakia,  and 
Roumania.  Slight  increases  are  also  to  be  noticed  in  the 
exports  of  gold  wrist  watches  to  Austria,  Czecho-Slovakia 
and  Roumania.  With  these  few  exceptions  the  exports  to 
all  other  countries  have  fallen  to  a  disastrous  extent,  parti¬ 
cularly  in  the  case  of  France,  the  United  States,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Italy,  and  Japan. 

Prospects  of  Recovery. 

As  to  the  future  prospects,  independently  of  a  general 
recovery  of  the  world’s  purchasing  power,  much  depends 
upon  the  working  of  the  new  Decree  passed  in  December, 
1921,  regulating  the  method  of  employment  of  the  five  mil¬ 
lion  francs  subsidy  and  providing  exchange  compensation  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  30  per  cent,  of  the  cost  price  of 
the  article  under  certain  fixed  conditions.  According  to  the 
reports  published  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  it  is 
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believed  tliat  the  present  crisis  has  not  readied  its  climax. 
It  is,  however,  considered  that  an  extensive  emigration  of 
the  watch  industry  to  other  countries  with  a  low  rate  of 
exchange  is  not  likely  to  take  place.  It  is  suggested  that 
possibly  the  watch  making  machinery  might  be  adapted  to 
new  lines  of  manufacture,  such  as  cutlery,  in  order  to  find 
employment  for  the  increasing  number  of  unemployed. 

Rkcknt  Devkloi’mk.nts. 

According  to  “  Her  Bund,”  Beine,  statistics  for  the  year 
1921  show  tliat  exports,  as  compared  witli  1920,  have  fallen 
by  48  jier  cent.  It  is  tlierefore  not  surprising  that  en¬ 
deavours  are  lieing  made  to  help  tlie  industry.  liUst 
December  tlie  Federal  C’ouncil  passed  a  Decree  granting 
subsidies  to  the  watchmaking  industry,  so  as  to  enable 
manufacturers  to  trade  with  countries  with  a  low  rate  of 
exchange.  The  subsidies  are  being  regulated  with  the 
help  of  the  Watch  Syndicates,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Chambers  of  Commerce.  Up  to  loth  March,  2,380  applica¬ 
tions  for  subsidies  had  been  suliinitted,  and  the  (lovern- 
ment  had  undertaken  to  be  responsible  for  the  jiayment 
of  800,000  frs.  Five  million  francs  have  been  apjiortioned 
by  the  Government  for  subsidy  jmrposes,  and,  as  far  as  can 
be  foreseen,  will  suffice  for  tlie  current  year.  The  results 
achieved  with  this  subsidy  scheme  have  so  far  proved  satis¬ 
factory.  Unemployment  has  slightly  decreased  and  trade 
with  countries  with  a  low  rate  of  exchange  has  somewhat 
revived.  It  is,  however,  early  as  vet  to  give  a  definite 
opinion  as  to  its  efficacy. 

Foreign  competition  has  been  very  keenly  felt,  and  it  is 
becoming  increasingly  evident  that  Swiss  manufacturers 
will  be  forced  to  improve  the  cpiality  of  their  goods,  rather 
than  increa.se  the  quantity.  I’liis  appears  more  than  ever 
imperative  if  any  headway  is  to  be  made  in  the  world 
markets.  With  regard  to  prices  and  wages,  it  may  be 
pointed  out  that  a  reduction  has  taken  jilace  since  the 
beginning  of  1922.  It  is  hoped  that  in  time  Swiss  prici-s 
will  be  on  a  level  with  world  market  prices.

NETHERLAND  EAST  INDIES. 


TRADING  CONDITIONS  AND 
ESTARETSITMENT  OF  BUSINESS 
RELATIONS. 

{From  the  liritish  (  oiinnrrcinl  Ar/rnt.)

The  Xetherland  Fast  Indies,  possibly  more  than  most 
countries,  is  dependent  for  its  prosjierity  on  the  import 
of  manufactureii  and  bulk  articles  from  foreign  countries, 
and  the  export  of  its  raw  materials,  agricultural  and  estate 
jiroduce,  to  the  various  markets  of  the  world.  The  extent 
of  the  foreign  trade  of  these  important  Dutch  colonies  is 
best  illustrated  by  examining  the  latest  completed  .stati*;- 
tics,  which  cover  the  year  1920,  for  the  whole  of  the  Dutch 
Far  Kastern  Bos.sessions. 

Impohts  and  Fxi'oiits. 

The  value  of  the  total  imjiorts  for  1920,  for  private 
account  only,  reached  the  not  inconsiderable  sum  of  1,110 
million  guilders — or  ap])roximately  100  million  pounds 
.‘sterling — of  which  812  million  guihiers,  or  72  77  per  cent., 
comprised  imports  to  Java  and  Madura,  and  303-9  millio.i 
guilders,  or  27- 23  per  cent.,  imports  to  the  Outer  Posses¬ 
sions.  Since  1913,  when  the  total  imports  were  430d 
million  guilders  (of  which  300  million  guilders,  or  08‘73  per 
cent,  went  to  .lava  and  Madura,  and  130*.')  million  guilders, 
or  31-2/  j)er  cent.,  to  the  Outer  Islands),  the  imjiort  trade 
of  this  country  has  increased  by  no  less  than  079  0  million 
guilders.  This  increase  alone  is  considerably  more  than 
ilouble  the  total  value  of  the  imports  onlv  seven  years 
ago. 

There  is  probably  no  country  in  the  world  that  can  sho  v 
a  greater  rate  of  expansion  in  its  import  trade,  and  is, 
therefore,  more  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  British 
manufacturers  and  exporters  desirous  of  extending  their 
trade  activities  to  the  more  distant  parts  of  the  world. 

The  British  Empire  enjoys  a  coii.siderable  share  of  the 
import  trade  of  the  Xetherland  Fast  Indies,  no  le.ss  than 
29()  million  guilders  btiing  officially  credited  by  the  Customs 
Department  to  direct  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  an  additional  1)8  million  guilders  to  the  principal 
Bujiplier.s  within  the  British  Empire,  namelv — Singapore, 
12.o'4;  Australia,  3G;  and  British  India,  17*7  million 
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guilders.  A  deduction  must  be  made  for  goods  originally  | 
imimrtiHl  from  foreign  countries  and  transhipped  at  Singu-  | 
|)oie.  This  amount  is,  however,  more  than  offset  by  th.?  * 

goods  of  British  manufacture  which  are  shipped  here  f 

through  Holland  and  are  shown  in  official  returns  as  direct 
imports  from  that  country. 

The  total  exports  in  1920  were  valued  at  2,254  million 
guilders,  approximately  200  million  pounds  sterling,  or 
twice  the  value  of  imports.  Java  and  Madura  exported 
goods  to  the  value  of  1,601-8  and  the  Duter  Possessions 
merchandise  valued  at  752  million  guilders.  In  comparing  j 
these  figures  with  1913  it  is  intere.sting  to  note  that 
Java  and  Madura  exported  goods  in  that  year  to  the  value 
of  317, ‘and  the  Outer  Possessions  297  million  guilders,  a 
total  of  (514  million  guilders.  Thus  an  increase  is  shown  in 
the  total  exports  of  no  less  than  1,(539  million  guilders 
nithin  the  last  seven  years. 

Even  assuming  that  the  cost  price  of  all  manufactured 
goods  imported,  and  agricultural  produce  exported,  was  m  • 
1920  but  100  per  cent,  above  the  cost  price  in  1913,  thi 
figures  given  are  sufficient  to  prove  that  in  the  Xetherland 
East  Indies  there  is  an  ever  increasing  demand  for  manu¬ 
factured  goods  of  all  kinds,  and  a  great  opening  for  ths 
British  merchant  who  is  desirous  of  working  a  joint  impo>-t 
and  export  business  with  the  Xetherland  East  Indies.  U 
must,  however,  be  realised  by  British  traders  that  the  pre¬ 
sent  \alue  and  the  enormous  future  possibilities  of  this  | 
market  are  fully  recognised  by  manufacturers  and  mer-  • 
chants  of  foreign  conqieting  countries,  who  are  actively 
pushing  their  goods  into  the  Dutch  East  Indies  and  spend¬ 
ing  large  sums  in  obtaining  suitable  representation  in  the 
country,  and  in  acquiring  engineering  contracts,  estates, 
and  property  of  all  descriptions. 

Biutish  Bei'kesentation. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  British  representation  locally  is 
at  present  seriously  inadequate,  .and  that  British  firms 
anxious  to  open  up  new  relations  are  forced  to  go  to  the 
Dutch  firms  in  order  to  place  their  agencies,  even  if  pre¬ 
pared  to  ship  goods  to  their  agents  on  consignment.  From 
the  numerous  letters  received  asking  for  assistanc-e  in  find¬ 
ing  for  British  traders  a  suitable  commission  agent,  it  is 
obvious  that  the  methods  of  trading  in  this  country  are  not 
fully  understood  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Thk  Genkual  Imi’ortkii  AM)  Exporter. 

In  the  Xetherland  East  Indies  a  commission  agent,  or 
commercial  traveller,  working  agencies  purely  on  a  commis¬ 
sion  basis  is  almost  unknown.  Business  is  done  through 
an  established  firm  of  general  importers,  who  are  them¬ 
selves  usually  importers  on  their  own  account,  importers  on 
consignment  and  commission  agents.  Such  firms  have,  as 
a  rule,  their  head  Eastern  office  in  Batavia  or  Sourabaya 
and  branch  establishments  in  the  leading  centres  of  Java 
and  in  the  Outer  Possessions.  T'hey  w-ill  import  any 
artit-le  'uitable  for  the  requirements  of  the  country,  and 
are  generally  desirous  of  obtaining  the  .sole  agency  for  any 
article  for  which  a  good  demand  can,  by  a  careful  study  of  | 
local  requirements  and  judicious  salesmanship,  be  worked 
up.  > 

Such  firms  have  their  ow’ii  godowns  at  the  ports  of  dis-  | 

embarkation  and  in  the  leading  trading  centres,  and  are,  |, 

therefore,  in  a  position  to  execute  from  sto(-k  the  require-  I 
ments  of  the  Chinese  or  native  retailers.  They  employ 
salaried  salesmen  w-ho  periodically  visit  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  are  able  to  quote  fixed  prices  in  the  currency  , 
of  the  country'  and  for  immediate  delivery  to  the  consumer  s 
door. 

It  will,  tlierefore,  be  realised  that  the  commission  agent 
who  has  neither  a  store-house  nor  stocks  cannot  compete 
as  a  salesman  with  the  general  importer,  and  that  the  ' 
trader  at  home  who  desires  to  sell  his  goods  to  the  middle¬ 
man  or  retailer  by  forwarding  catalogues,  etc.,  is  at  the 
same  disadvantage.  ... 

British  firms  anxious  to  share  in  the  ever  grow  ing  import 
trade  of  the  Xetherland  East  liulies  are  therefore  strongly 
advised  that,  w-Ikm-c  it  is  possible,  they  should  open  their 
own  office  in  the  country,  import  the  goods,  and  .sell  locally 
through  their  own  salaried  salesmen.  To  many  firms  this 
suggestion  is,  however,  inqiracticable,  as  the  extent  o 
possible  sales  w-oiild  not  cover  the  heavy  running  expenses 
of  maintaining  an  office  in  Batavia  or  Sourabaya. 
firms  should  place  a  sole  agency  with  a  well-establishe 
general  importer,  giving  a  commission  adequate  to  t  e  j 
lieavy  charges  iiiciirri'd  in  the  country.  _  I 

For  the  fir.st  twelve  months  at  least  every  assistance  I 
.should  also  be  given  to  the  importer  by  making  an  adequate  I 
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allowance  for  advertising,  providing  free  samples,  etc.,  and, 
liuallv,  it  may,  as  lias  already  in  many  cases  been  jiroved, 
pay  tlie  exporter  to  attach  a  .salaried  .salesman  to  the 
importer’s  .staff  for  the  express  purpose  of  looking  after  the 
exporter’s  interests.

TRADE  OF  GALVESTON,  1920-1921. 

(From  II. M.  Consul.) 

Galvf.ston. 

The  continued  ])rogress  of  Galveston  as  a  ])ort  is  very 
clearly  shown  in  the  records  compiled  since  the  end  of  the  ; 
world  war.  It  is  true  that  the  total  export  valuation  for  the  i 
fiscal  year  ending  30tli  June,  1921,  is  slightly  lower  than  | 
the  figures  for  the  jireceding  year,  hut  this  is  explained  hy 
the  material  decrease  in  the  value  of  exports  brought  about 
bv  the  process  of  re-adjustment.  The  decrease  has  been 
particularly  large  in  the  two  princij>al  c-ommodities  handled 
through  Galveston — cotton  and  wheat — during  the  season 
ending  in  1920  the  jirice  of  cotton  ranged  around  3o  and  40  j 
cents  per  Ih.,  while  the  value  during  the  1921  season  was  j 
seldom  as  high  as  15  cents.  The  actual  exports  in  bales  i 
(luring  1921  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  1(X)  per  cent,  over  | 
the  exports  of  1920.  j 

I.NCHKASED  MOVEMENT  OF  ShIIM'ING.  ! 

The  increased  business  of  the  port  was  also  reflected  in 
the  movement  of  ships.  During  the  season  of  1920-21  a 
total  of  1,949  entries  were  recorded  at  the  United  States 
Cu-stoms  House  on  the  foreign  ledger.  During  the  same 
period  1,9G5  vessels  cleared.  This  compares  with  1,238 
entries  and  1,239  clearances  of  the  preceding  j  ear,  and  shows 
a  total  of  711  more  entries  and  720  more  clearances  than  in 
1919-20.  The  increase  in  coastwise  shipping  was  equally 
marked.  During  the  year  under  review  714  ships  of 
2,348,447  tons  net  register  entered  the  port  and  529  vessels 
of  1,638,409  tons  net  register  cleared.  During  1919-20,  473 
ships  of  1,255,009  tons  net  register  entered  the  port,  while 
342  vessels  of  843,890  net  registered  tons  cleared  from  the 
port.  These  figures  show  that  230  more  vessels  entered 
Galveston  in  1920-21  than  in  1919-20,  and  that  the  increase 
in  the  net  registered  tonnage  was  almost  100  per  cent.  It 
also  shows  that  187  more  vessels  cleared  from  the  port  than 
during  1919-20,  and  that  the  total  tonnage  lacked  hut  a 
few  thousands  of  being  100  per  cent,  greater. 

Expoiit  and  Import  Trade. 

An  important  factor  in  the  export  trade  of  Galveston  for 
the  past  fiscal  jear  was  the  enormous  movement  of  grain.  | 

total  of  80,822,102  bushels  of  wheat  was  exported  j 

through  the  i)orts  of  Galveston  and  Texas  City,  an  increase  | 
of  nearly  200  per  cent,  over  preceding  years.  This  move¬ 
ment  not  only  broke  all  records  for  grain  handling  at  Gal¬ 
veston,  but  for  the  first  time  that  port  ranked  as  the  leading 
grain  export  port  in  the  United  States.  The  total  grain 
movement  through  the  port  for  the  vear  wa.s  slightly  more 
than  90,000,000  bushels. 

Galveston  importt'd  in  1920  a  total  of  070,110,900  gallons 
of  crude  oil,  valued  at  8,135,518  dols.,  15,229  tons  of  sisal, 
valued  at  2,740,298  dols.,  and  124,570,450  Ih.  of  sugar, 
valued  at  15,270,570  dols.  Flax  seed  totalling  300,344 
hushels,  valued  at  941,305  dols.,  was  also  brought  through 
the  port  as  an  ex])erimpnt  and  was  .so  well  handled  that 
Galveston  now  bids  fair  to  surpass  any  other  Gulf  port  in 
importing  this  commodity. 

Better  steamship  service  with  Oriental  jjorts  serves  to 
increase  the  inbound  movement  from  Ja])an,  China,  and 
India.  The  ])ort  is  also  j)rpparing  to  handle  considerable 
quantities  of  coffee,  this  movement  having  been  made 
possible  by  the  re-ad  justment  of  rail  rates  to  interior  points, 
placing  Galveston  in  position  to  compete  with  other  ports.

SOUTH  AFRICA. 


BANK  DEPOSITS  AND  ADVANCES  IN  1921. 

The  published  statements  of  the  South  .African  hanks  as 
at  31st  December  last  reflect  a  position  which  must  he 
regarded  as  satisfactory  considering  the  trade  and  financial 
conditions  of  the  past  twelve  months,  states  the  “  Monthly 
lleview  ”  of  the  Standard  Bank  of  Soiuh  .Africa. 

The  total  of  deposits  (fixed,  floating,  and  savings  hank) 
shows  a  reduction  of  approximately  £11,300,000  during  the 
year,  hut  the  downward  movement  which  has  been  in  evid¬ 
ence  since  early  in  1920  was  arrested  during  the  last 
quarter.  The  following  table  shows  the  total  of  deposits  at 
the  close  of  the  last  five  quarterly  jjeriods  to  the  end  of

The  slight  increase  in  deposits  at  the  end  of  the  year 
may  be  taken  as  a  reflex  of  the  improvement  in  the  trade 
position,  as  shown  in  the  C’ustoms  returns,  and  the  better 
tendency  in  business  in  overseas  countries.  The  recent 
industrial  troubles  in  South  .Africa,  however,  and  the  set¬ 
back  in  business  which  must  result  from  the  cessation  of 
work  in  some  of  the  principal  industries,  are  adverse 
factors. 

Advances  show  a  decrease  during  the  year  of  about 
I  £16,000,000,  hut  there  was  little  change  during  the  last 
quarter,  and  the  proportion  of  advances  to  deposits  is  still 
very  high  at  approximately  82  per  cent.  This  does  not 
take  into  account  advances  to  Government  hy  the  Central 
i  Reserve  Bank  of  £2,200,000,  which  would  imwease  the  per- 
I  centage  to  84-7.  The  following  table  shows  the  fluctuations

PRODUCTION  AND  EXPORT  OF  NITRATE. 

(From  the  .Acting  British  Consul.) 

Antofagasta. 

The  production  of  nitrate  during  the  latter  half  of  1921 
reached  only  42f),932  tons,  or  about  35  per  cent,  of  that 
for  the  corresponding  period  of  1920.  Consumption  for  the 
same  period  was  estimated  at  about  249,000  tons,  or  30  to 
35  per  cent,  of  that  in  normal  pre-war  times. 

Exports  of  nitrate  during  the  period  under  review 
amounted  to  323,447  tons,  as  against  1,240,490  tons  in  Juh- 
December,  1920.  Of  the  exports  for  the  five  months  Juh- 
November  (for  which  alone  detailed  figures  are  available), 
00  per  cent,  went  to  Europe  or  Egypt  and  24  per  cent,  to 
the  U^nited  States. 

Stocks  Heed  by  the  Poor.. 

In  reply  to  an  enquiry  from  the  Chilean  Government  the 
Nitrate  Pool  have  given  the  following  figures  of  the  stocks 
held  by  them;  —

The  Pool  further  .stated  that  205,000  tons  had  been  sold 
for  delivery  between  1st  January  and  30th  April,  1922,  but 
that  there  were  no  buyers  for  delivery  after  April;  also  that 
they  believ'ed  they  had  sufficient  stocks  in  hand  to  last  until 
30tli  June. 

Price-Fixing  Arrange.ment. 

In  September  a  representative  of  the  Pool  visited  Chile, 
with  the  result  that  an  arrangement  was  signed  on  11th 
October,  of  wbich  the  following  are  the  principal  provi¬ 
sions: — The  sale  price  of  nitrate,  per  Spanish  quintal  of 
101'44  lb.,  to  bo  fixed  as  follows;  for  November,  1921,  to 
April,  1922,  inclusive,  11s.;  for  May,  10s.  9d. ;  for  June, 
10s.  3d.  I'^or  every  quintal  of  new  nitrate  shipped  tlio 
Nitrate  Association  to  pay  the  Pool  as  follows: — 1st  Octo¬ 
ber  to  31st  March,  Is.  8d. ;  Ist  April  to  30th  June,  Is.;  1st 
July  to  30th  June,  1922,  4d. ;  and  subsequently  4d.  per 
quintal  until  the  total  payment  reaches  £1,. 500, 000. 

Although  business  has  been  too  bad  for  the  effects  of  this 
agreement  to  be  very  evident,  it  appears  to  have  done 
something  to  re-establish  confidence,  and  its  results  may 
become  more  evident  at  a  later  period.

PIT  AND  BROWN  COAL  OUTPUT  IN 
FEBRUARY. 

(F/'om  the  Commercial  Secretanj,  Occupied  TerrUonj.) 

Cologne. 

.4ccording  to  the  “  Deutsche  Borgwerks  Zcituiig  ”  tho 
IJulir  coal  output  (including  the  mines  of  the  left  bank  of 
the  Rhine)  in  February  amounted  to  7,737,974  tons  in  21 
Morkiug  days,  as  against  8,132,7(13  tons  in  23|  days  in 
January,  1922,  and  8,174,00(1  tons  in  24  working  days  in 
February,  1921.  The  fact  that  the  February  output  as 
compared  with  January,  1922,  was  less  by  400,000  tons  was 
due  to  the  fewer  number  of  working  days.  Tlie  out|)ut  per 
working  day  alone  is  of  value  in  judging  the  development 
of  production — in  February  tliis  amounted  to  322,41(1  tons 
as  against  322,090  tons  in  January.  The  daily  output  in 
February,  1921,  exceeded  that  of  February,  1922,  by  some 
18,200  tons,  but  iu  this  connection  it  should  be  remarked 
that  the  overshift  agreement  was  still  in  force  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  last  year.  As  compared  witli  tlie  pre-war  |)erio(l 
(February,  1913)  the  daily  output  during  the  month  under 
review  fell  short  by  01,000  tons  in  spite  of  an  increase  of 
labour  by  some  157,000  men.  The  cause  is  to  be  fouiul  in 
the  shorter  working  time. 

The  truck  supi)ly  amounted  during  the  month  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  to  430,191  double  wagons,  that  is  17,328  double 
wagons  per  working  day,  as  compared  with  20,308  double 
wagons  in  January,  1922.  The  truck  supply  suffered  con¬ 
siderably  on  account  of  the  railway  strike.  The  deficit 
iu  the  course  of  the  month  amounted  to  110,205  double 
wagons,  or  4,744  per  day. 

Silesian  and  Other  Pit  Coal. 

In  the  Upper  Silesian  District  the  February  coal  output 
amounted  to  2,091,900  tons  as  against  3,722,099  tons  in 
February,  1913,  a  decrease  of  27-7  jier  cent,  in  spite  of  a 
labour  increase  of  51’9  per  cent.  Tho  truck  supply  showed 
a  deficit  of  41,418  trucks  on  220,027  which  had  been 
demanded. 

The  coal  output  in  Lower  Silesia  increased,  as  compared 
with  I''ebruary,  1921,  from  381,151  tons  to  412,071  tons,  and 
the  number  of  men  employed  from  40,554  to  42,380.  The 
truck  supply  showed  a  deficit  of  9,223  trucks,  or  27- 74  per 
cent,  of  the  33,248  trucks  which  had  been  demanded. 

In  the  Saxon  pitcoal  district  (Zwickau,  Lugau,  Oelnitz) 
the  February  output  resulted  in  3.)3,440  tons  as  against 
307,939  tons  in  February,  1921,  and  427,424  tons  in 
February,  1913.  Labour  increased  as  compared  with 
February  of  last  year  to  35,980  men,  or  7  per  cent.  The 
truck  supply  was  very  irregular  and  barely  sufficed. 

Returns  from  the  Aix-la-Chapelle  pit  coal  district  showed 
a  total  output  of  203,118  tons  as  against  183,480  tons  in 
F'ebruary,  1921,  and  245,078  tons  in  February,  1913.  The 
number  of  men  employed  amounted  to  18,203  as  against 
18,450  in  February,  1921. 

Owing  to  the  strike  of  the  railwaymen  all  lines  in  Occu¬ 
pied  Territory  were  closed  from  1st  February  to  4th 
February. 

Brown  Coal  Mines. 

In  the  brown  coal  mining  district  of  Central  Germany 
the  raw  coal  output  amounted  during  the  month  under 
review  to  6,833,085  tons,  and  the  briquettes  manufactured 
to  1,476,595  tons,  as  against  7,817,804  tons  and  1,(500,340 
tons  respectively  in  the  preceding  month,  and  0,925,481 
tons  and  1,503,812  tons  in  February,  1921.  With  24  work¬ 
ing  days  the  raw  coal  output  per  working  day  in  February, 
1922,  amounted  to  284,737  tons  and  the  briquette  manu¬ 
facture  to  61,525  tons,  as  against  300,684  tons  and  03,859 
tons  respectively  in  January,  1922,  with  20  working  days. 
Production  and  sale  were  unfavourably  influenced  by  the 
strike  of  the  railway  men  as  well  as  by  the  severe  frost. 

_  In  the  Rhenish  brown  coal  district  the  raw  coal  output 

^ruary,  1922,  amounted  to  2,722,000  tons,  in  February, 
1921,  to  2,727,618  tons,  and  in  February,  1913,  to 
,0/4,6.33  tons,  a  decrease  of  0-2  per  cent.,  as  compared 
with  February,  1921,  and  an  increase  of  72-9  per  cent,  as 
oompared^  with  February,  1913.  During  the  month  under 
review  555,988  tons  of  brown  coal  briquettes  were  pro- 
miT’’  in  February,  1921,  585,508  tons,  and  in  February, 
tons;  a  decrease  of  5  per  cent,  as  compared 
wi  h  February,  1921,  but  an  increase  of  20'0  per  cent,  over 
February,  1913.

MEAT  EXPORT  COXTROL. 

A  Bill  has  been  passed  by  the  New  Zealand  House  of 
Representatives,  and  transmitted  to  the  Legislative  Coun¬ 
cil  for  concurrence,  proposing  to  make  provision  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Meat  Producers’  Board,  with  power  to 
control  the  meat  export  trade. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  Bill  to  prohibit  the  ex|)crtatiot! 
of  meat  except  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Meat 
Producers’  Board,  to  assume  control  of  meat  intendeil  for 
export,  as  regards  grading,  time,  and  terms  of  exportation  ; 
and  for  the  levy  of  such  charges  as  may  be  decided  by  the 
Governor-General  in  Council  on  all  meat  exported  from  the 
Bomiuiou.

CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS  AND  TARIFF  CHASGE&— Continued. 


contairiiiig  regulations  regarding  the  sale  of  dairy  produce 
ill  various  Provinces  of  the  Union. 

’The  Regulations  prescribe,  inter  alia,  the  standards  for 
milk,  sweetened,  skimmed,  condensed,  sterilised  or  not, 
cream,  butter,  and  elieese,  offered  for  sale  in  the  Orange 
Free  State,  the  Province  of  Natal  and  the  Province  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  the  metliods  of  labelling  these 
products  in  the  two  latter  provinces,  as  from  1st  January, 
1923.  They  also  lay  down  the  standards  for  chicory  and 
ground  pepper  offered  for  sale  in  the  Orange  Free  State 
and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  prohibit  the  sale  in  the 
latter  province  of  any  article  of  food  containing  formalde¬ 
hyde,  formalin,  or  any  jircparation  thereof. 


IXSPECTIOX  AXD  (IRADIXU  OE  COAL  FOR 
EXPORT. 

A  Bill  has  been  introduced  into  the  Union  Parliament 
to  provide  for  tlie  inspection  and  grading  of  coal  produccii 
in  the  Ibiion  which  is  intended  for  cxjjort  beyond  the  Union 
or  for  bunkering  .steamers  in  South  African  Ports;  the  pro- 
hihition  or  restriction  of  the  export  and  bunkering  of  co  il 
wlieii  the  demand  for  coal  for  consumption  within  tlie  Union 
warrants  it,  and  the  safeguarding  of  the  supply  of  coal  for 
public  utilities. 

Section  1  of  the  Bill  provides  that  after  the  expirj*  of 
six  months  from  the  commeneement  of  the  Act,  no  coal 
produced  within  tlie  Union  .shall  be  used  for  export  or  for 
bunkering,  unless  it  has  been  graded  and  a  certificate  in 
the  prescribed  form  has  been  granted  in  respect  thereof.

DANZIG-POLAND. 


IMPORTATIOX  OE  GOODS  IXTO  DAXZIG. 

As  previously  intimated  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal,”  Conventions  have  been  signed  between  Danzig 
and  Poland  (and  subseiiuently  ratified)  providing  for  a 
Customs  Union  between  the  Free  City  and  Poland,  and  for 
the  complete  lapsing  of  the  economic  frontier  between  the 
two  contracting  parties,  as  from  the  beginning  of  April. 
Particulars  have  now  been  received  of  the  subsidiary  Con¬ 
vention  signed  on  2lst  December  last,  which  accords  impor¬ 
tant  jirivileges  to  Danzig,  and  the  following  notice  gives 
an  indication  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the  subsidiary 
Convention. 

The  Free  City  of  Danzig  has  the  right,  under  the  Con¬ 
vention,  to  allow  the  imjiort  of  certain  cpiantities  of  speci¬ 
fied  goods  at  rates  lower  tlian  those  prescribed  in  the  Polish 
Customs  Tariff,  on  condition  that  goods  imported  rinder 
this  provision  must  he  imjiortod  before  30th  September, 
1922.  The  following  list  gives  an  indication  of  some  of  the- 
more  important  goods  to  which  tliis  provision  ajiplies,  and 
shows  the  extent  to  wliich  the  Polish  Customs  duties  may 
he  reduced,  and  the  maximum  quantities  of  goods  which

tioned  will  he  free  of  duty.  Foreign  films  maj'  he  admitted 
duty-free,  subject  to  export  within  three  months. 


BFXGIUM. 

EXPORTATION  OF  BTTTCIlPRiS’  MEAT 
PERMITTED. 

In  virtue  of  a  Decree  of  30tli  March,  published  in  the 
“  Monitenr  Beige  ”  for  1st  Ajnil,  fresh,  frozen,  re¬ 
frigerated,  salted  or  smoked  butchers’  meat  may  now  he 
exported  from  B<dgium  without  the  necessity-  of  obtaining 
an  export  licence. 

FRANCE. 

REDUCTION  OF  IMPORT  DUTY  ON 
CERTAIN  GLASS  BOliBINS. 

The  French  “  Journal  Officiel  ”  for  1st  April  contains  a 
Presidential  Decree,  dated  29th  March,  which  provides  that 
the  “  coefficients  of  increase  ”  which  are  applied  to  the 
Customs  duties  on  goods  falling  under  Tariff  No.  3.50  [table 
glass  (“  gobelcterie  ”)]  are  not  to  he  applied  to  glass 
Ixjhhins  for  making  artificial  silk.  The  reduced  duties 
resulting  from  the  sus|)ension  of  the  “  coefficient  of  in¬ 
crease  ”  will  he  api)lied  on  condition  that  a  bond  is 
entered  into  guaranteeing  the  delivery  of  the  goods  to 
the  factory  for  which  they  are  destined,  and  that  a  certi¬ 
ficate  from  the  Customs  or  Inland  Kevenue  service  of  their 
place  of  destination  is  produced  attesting  that  they  have 
been  used  in  the  factory. 


ITALY. 

TRADE  IN  AUTOMATIC  LIGHTERS,  ETC. 

The  “  (lazzetta  Ufficiale  ”  (  Koine)  for  16th  March  con¬ 
tains  a  Koyal  Decree-Law  dated  2nd  February  regarding 
the  trade  in  automatic  ligliters  and  flints.  The  Decree 
provides  that  the  importation  into  and  sale  in  Italy  of 
lighting  apparatus,  articles  similar  to  matches,  comjiosi- 
tioiis,  or  aiu’  article  lapahle  of  (irodining  sparks  or  in- 
candes'-eiice,  ainl  which  can  h<*  used  in  jilace  of  matches,  as 
well  as  parts  and  sjiares  for  such  ap|)aratus  or  articles, 
and  flints,  etc.,  for  working  the  same,  are  to  he  reserved 
to  the  State. 

The  Government  may  authorise  individuals  or  «<jmpanies 
to  manufacture  or  import  for  sale  lighting  ajiparatus,  flints, 
etc.,  subject  to  the  fulfilment  of  prescribed  conditions. 
J’ermission  to  manufacture  involves  the  payment  of  an 
annual  fee  of  1,000  lire,  and,  in  addition,  both  manufac¬ 
turers  and  importers  must  pay  a  monojioly  duty  ('which  is 
additional  to  the  Customs  duty)  of  8  lire  for  lighting 
apparatus  made  of  common  metal  and  other  material,  20 
lire  for  those  of  silver,  and  50  lire  for  those  of  gold  or 
platinum,  the  monopoly  duty  on  flints  or  similar  artiilcs 
varying  from  0.2.5  lira  to  5  lire  according  to  size.  These 
monopoly  duties  are  to  he  applied  to  all  lighters,  apparatus 
and  flints  imported,  even  if  they  are  for  |)ersonal  Use. 

Tlie  date  on  which  the  present  Decree-Law  is  to  come  into 
force  is  to  be  determined  by  Decree  of  the  Ministry  of 
Finance.  It  is.  however,  provided  that  within  two  mouth- 
of  the  date  of  publication  of  the  Decree-Law  ti  e.,  on  or 
before  16th  Ma})  all  lighters,  etc.,  at  present  on  sale  or 
held  for  sale  or  in  use  miust  be  notified  to  the  authorities 
(finance  or  monopoly  offices).

NEW  TARIFF  HEADINGS. 

The  “  Diario  do  Governo  ”  (Lisbon)  for  31st  March  con¬ 
tains  two  Decrees  (Nos.  8084  and  8085)  of  the  same  date 
w  hich  raise  two  new  headings  in  the  Portuguese  Cu.stoms 
Tariff,  providing  as  follows  for  the  levy  of  duty  on  various 
articles  not  formerly  included  in  that  Tariff:  —

H.M.  Representative  at  Belgrade  reports  that  the 
Director  of  Monopolies  has  issued  an  Order,  dated  2nd 
Alarch,  fixing  the  monopoly  tax  on  tobacco  products  im¬ 
ported  by  travellers  at  tlie  following  rates:  —

SWITZERLAND. 

MODIFICATION  OF  (HHITAIN  EXPORT 
DUTIES. 

The  “  Recueil  des  Lois  F  ederales  ”  for  29th  March  contaius 
a  Decree  of  the  Swiss  Federal  Council,  dated  27th  March, 
which  extends  to  the  end  of  June  the  temjiorary  i eduction 
of  the  export  duty  on  scrap  iron  to  40  centimes  jier  100 
kilogs.,  and  the  exemption  from  export  duty  of  rags  and 
waste  pajier. 

[Notk. — The.se  concessions,  which  were  formerly  effective 
until  the  end  of  March  only,  were  noted  at  page  48  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  12th  January.] 

SYRIA  AND  LEBANON. 

REFUND  OF  IMPORT  DUTIES  IN 
RESPECT  OF  RE-EXPORTED  GOODS. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  was  published  under 
the  above  heading  at  page  .586  of  the  issue  of  this 
“  .Tournal  ”  for  1st  December  last,  it  (-hoiild  he  noted  that 
a  further  Decree,  No.  1.305,  of  11th  .Maich,  has  been  issued 
tlie  effect  of  which  is  to  extend  for  three  months,  i.e.,  until 
22nd  May,  the  jieriod  during  which,  as  an  excejitional 
measure,  refund  of  import  duties  will  he  made  in  respect 
of  all  imported  products  when  re-exported  from  Syria  to 
any  destination.  The  Decree  also  simplifies  the  procedure 
for  obtaining  refund  of  import  duty  in  r<*spect  of  goods 
re-exported  by  sea  direct  to  a  foreign  port. 

TUNIS. 

TARIFF  TREATMENT  OF  GERMAN  GOODS 

The  “  .Journal  Officiel  Tunisien  ”  for  11th  March  (ontains 
a  Beylical  Dt'cree,  dated  Kith  FVhruary,  which  fixes  tli<‘ 
“  General  ”  'I’ariff  rate  of  iluty  on  ilecorticated  iMi-troot 
.seed  at  90  fr.  |)er  100  kilogs.,  and  on  undecorticateii  beet¬ 
root  seed  at  60  fr.  per  100  kilogs.  Both  these  rates  are 
subject  to  a  “  loefficient  of  increase  ”  of  2. 

X  Beylical  Decree  of  .3rd  F'ehruary,  published  iu  the 
“  Journal  Officiel  Tuuisien  ”  for  25th  February,  imposes 
a  “  coefficient  of  increase  ’’  of  3  to  the  Cu.stonis  duties  on 
lubricating  oils,  heavy  oils,  and  re.sidues  of  petroleum,  and 
of  other  mineral  oils  (ex  Tariff  No.  198)  originating  in  er 
coming  from  Germany.  Good.s  proved  to  have  been  dis¬ 
patched  direct  to  Tunis  before  2.5fli  F'ehruary  will  be 
admitted  at  the  former  rate  of  duty. 
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Proposed  Tariff  Changes. 

ARGENIINE  REPUBLIC. 

NEW  TAXATION  PROBOSAJ.S  (1922 
BUDOE'J). 

The  Board  of  Trade  liave  received  copy  of  the  Bei>ort  of 
the  Budget  C'omniis.sion  of  the  Argentine  Clianiber  of 
Deputies  for  the  year  1922.  The  Report  contains  tlie  text 
of  several  Bills  for  taxation  purposes,  providing  for  the 
revision  of  existing  taxation  and  the  institution  of  various 
new  forms  of  taxation.  H.M.  Minister  at  Buenos  Aires 
reports  that  it  is  considered  in  well-informed  circles  that 
Congress  will  not  sanction  all  of  the  Budget  C'omniis.sion’s 
•suggestions,  but  it  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  foresee  with 
certainty  what  attitude  the  liegislature  will  in  fact  adojit 
towards  the  Commission’s  rejKirt. 

Some  particulars  of  the  Commission’s  proposals,  in  so 
far  as  thev  would  affect  im|)orted  goods,  are  given  in  the 
following  notes;  and  further  jiarticulars  will  be  given  if 
and  when  any  of  the  measures  are  adojited  as  Law.  It  is 
not  proposed  to  modify  tlie  taxation  of  exjiorted  goods. 

Vu.stoms  Import  Tariff. — The  .Argentine  Tariff  system 
consists,  in  the  main,  of  a  nominally  ad  ralornn  Tariff,  but 
the  ad  valorem  rates  are  aiiplied  to  official  valuations  of 
goods,  and  thus  the  system  is,  in  effect,  iiractically  one  o! 
s|)ecific  duties.  The  C’ommission  state  that  it  is  not  jiossible 
to  undertake  a  comprehensive  revision  of  the  Customs  Law 
until  the  Valuation  Tariff  (which  with  slight  modifications 
has  been  in  force  since  190(3)  has  been  revi.sed.  They  there¬ 
fore  propose  that  a  permanent  commission  (“  Junta  de 
Aforos  ”)  should  be  set  up,  one  of  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
revise  the  existing  Valuation  Tariff.  Apart  from  this, 
however,  the  Commission  propose  to  modify  the  Customs 
Tariff  Law  so  as  to  reduce  the  taxation  on  articles  for 
national  consumption  and  to  increase  (up  to  40  to  oO  jier 
cent,  ad  valorem)  the  duties  on  unnecessary  and  “  sump¬ 
tuary  ”  articles.  Thus,  it  is  proposed  to  make  sewing- 
inachiiie  needles,  ploughs,  and  some  kinds  of  agricultural 
machinery  free  of  duty;  to  reduce  to  5  per  cent,  ad 
valorem  the  duty  applicable  under  the  ])ro])osed  new 
Tariff  to  steel  bars,  jilates  and  sheets,  and  all  products 
imported  for  use  as  raw  materials  in  factories;  and  to 
reduce  to  2o  ])er  cent,  ad  valorem  the  Tariff  duty  on 
harness,  saddlery,  boots  and  shoes,  tanned  hides  and  skins, 
stockings,  hats,  caps,  blankets,  woollen  fabrics,  knitteil 
goods,  red  lead,  lead  pipes,  nuts,  bolts,  and  screws.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Tariff  duties  on  broime  wares,  made-np 
silks,  furriers’  wares,  and  silver  and  clectroplati'  wares  are 
proposed  to  be  increased  to  50  per  cent,  ad  r<dorem,  and 
tho.se  on  fine  pottery,  wool  (or  wool  and  cotton)  trimmings, 
jewellery,  and  watches  are  also  to  be  increased. 

It  is  proposed  to  continue  in  force  for  the  present  the 
general  provision  that  the  “  valuations  ”  of  goods  (to  which 
the  ad  valorem  Tariff  rates  are  applieil)  are  to  be  taken  as 
20  jier  cent,  more  than  the  valuations  of  the  190(3  Valuation 
Tariff — in  the  case  of  boots  and  shoos  the  “  valuations  ” 
are  twice  the  190(3  rates.  Moreover,  the  surtaxes  of  2  jier 
cent,  (on  goods  subject  to  duty  at  from  10  per  cent,  to  20 
per  cent,  ad  valorem)  and  7  jier  cent,  (on  goods  dutiable 
at  more  than  20  iier  cent,  ad  r(dorem)  are  to  remain  in 
force. 

Internal  lievenue  (Excise)  Ihtliis.  The  (Commission 
suggest  some  modifications  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Ijaw. 
The  duty  on  wines  (not  specially  mentioned)  is  proposed  to 
Ih*  increased  from  i  to  IJ  centavos  ])cr  litn*;  the  scale  ot 
duties  on  champagne  and  similar  wines  is  to  be  amended 
ao  as  to  bear  more  heavily  on  the  expeii'-ive  varieties.  iS’o 
alteration  is  [irofiosed  for  the  taxes  on  beer,  whisky,  and 
other  alcoholic  beverages.  The  duties  on  cigarettes  are 
unaltered,  but  it  is  proposed  that  packets  of  cigarettes, 
whether  made  in  the  Republic  or  imported  from  abroad, 
niay  only  contain  12  cigarettes,  and  that  the  net  weight  of 
the  packet  should  not  be  more  than  15  grammes.  The 
iluties  on  cigars  are  to  be  modified,  the  rates  biiing  reduced 
for  the  cheaper  cjualities  and  increasetl  for  tin*  better 
bramls.  In  the  case  of  manufactured  tobacco  a  larger 
range  of  the  prices  on  which  the  duty  is  based  is  ino- 
posed,  with  iiurea.sed  iluties  on  the  better  (|ualities.  The 
duties  on  mineral  waters,  perfumery,  and  medicinal  pro¬ 
ducts  are  also,  it  is  proposed,  to  be  amended. 

Assay  Tax  on  Jeivellcry,  etc. — It  is  proposed  to  e.stablish 
an  assay  or  guarantee  tax  on  jewellery  and  similar  gomls 
and  plate  made  of  gold,  silver,  or  platinum,  or  inlaid  or 
roated  with  those  metals,  manufactuied  in  or  imported  into 

j  for  sale  The  miuinnim  standard  of  fineness  for 

gnld  is  fixed  at  3i5  thousandths,  tor  silver  500  thousamlth'-. 
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and  for  platinum  950  thousandths.  All  goods  falling  below 
this  standard,  and  jewellery,  etc.,  of  common  metals,  gilt, 
silvered,  or  coated  with  platinum,  as  well  as  jewellery  of 
nickel  and  other  common  metals,  must,  it  is  proposed,  bear 
a  stamp  marked  clearly  with  the  word  “  metal.”  Jewellery 
and  wares  of  common  metal  coated  with  gold,  platinum,  or 
silver,  must  also,  it  is  proposed,  bear  a  stamp  with  the 
word  ‘‘  enchapado,”  provided  the  quantity  of  precious 
metal  is  le.ss  than  the  minimum  standards  quoted  above. 
'I'he  tax  varies  from  15  centavos  per  hectogram  to  20 
centavos  per  gramme,  according  to  kind,  and,  in  addition, 
prescribed  assay  fees  would  have  to  be  paid. 

CUBA. 

PROPOSED  INCREASE  OF  CUSTOMS  DUTIES. 

H.M.  Charge  d’Affaires  at  Havana  reports,  by  telegrajih, 
that  a  Bill  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Customs  Tariff 
for  Cuba  may  be  passed  into  law  on  15th  April  and  come 
into  immediate  operation.  The  duties  in  the  proposed  now 
Tariff  are,  in  general,  from  20  to  25  per  cent,  higher  than 
those  of  the  present  Tariff.  AVoollen  goods  are  to  be  duti¬ 
able  on  a  weight  basis  (instead  of  on  the  basis  of  value,  as 
at  present) ;  the  tariff  cla.ssification  of  cotton  and  linen 
goods  will  be  considerably  extended,  ami  the  duties  on  the 
latter  will  be  increased,  as  will  also  the  duties  on  certain 
foreign  produce  comiioting  with  products  of  local  industry, 
such  as  beer  and  soaj),  the  proposed  new  duties  on  which 
are  twice  or  thrice  as  high  as  those  at  present  in  force.
